We believe in the Bible as the inerrant Word of God, verbally 
inspired, the all-significant rule of faith and practice. 

We believe in one God, eternally existing in three Persons: 
Father, Son and Holy Spirit. 

We believe in the virgin birth, the sinless perfection, the bodily 
resurrection and ascension into heaven of. Jesus Christ, and in 
His present life there for us as High Priest and Advocate. 

We believe man was created in the image of God, that he 
disobeyed God, and thereby incurred spiritual death, which is 
separation from God, and also physical death as a consequence; 
and that all the Adamic race are born in sin and are sinners by 
nature and practice. 

We believe that the Lord Jesus Christ died for our sins as a 
vicarious, substitutionary sacrifice, and that all who believe in 
Him arc justified on the ground of His shed blood. 

We believe in the personal, premillennial and imminent return of 
our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. 

We believe that all who receive by faith the Lord Jesus Christ 
are born of the Holy Spirit, and thereby become children of God. 
We believe in the bodily resurrection of the just and unjust, the 
everlasting blessedness of the saved, and the everlasting punish¬ 
ment of the lost. 

We believe the Church is an elect company of believers baptized 
by the Holy Spirit into one body; its mission is to witness con¬ 
cerning its Head, Jesus Christ, preaching the Gospel among all 
nations; it will be caught up to meet the Lord in the air ere He 
appears to set up His kingdom. 

We believe the grace of God to be sufficient for the maintenance 
of a godly walk, and that Christ and not the law is the believer’s 
rule of life. 







THEME 


Basic to the serious-minded Christian is the careful 
consideration of the work and will of God. Perhaps the 
Apostle Paul had this in mind when he prayed that the 
Colossian believers would be , . bearing fruit in every 
good work and increasing in the knowledge of God." 
(Col, 1:10b) Accordingly, in a world that is rushing 
toward an uncertain destiny in uncertain times, the claims 
of the living Christ upon His very own need to be more 
definitely and distinctly made. 

Lest some think these concepts are but a part of Pauline 
theology, a close look at John 15:16 will change their 
minds. Christ said: “Ye have not chosen me, but I have 
chosen you, and ordained you, that ye should go and 
bring forth fruit , . Also, an examination of Peter's 
exhortation in TI Peter 3:18 is convincing:'But grow In 
grace, and in the knowledge of our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ.” 

Despite the staggering numbers of a materialistically- 
minded, highly secular, scientific society which ignores the 
claims of the risen Christ, our Saviour is still looking for 
an Amos, who in regard to his responsibility of making his 
God known, said: , , I was no prophet, neither was I 

a prophet’s son; but 1 was a herdsman, and a dresser of 
sycamore trees: and the Lord took me from following the 
flock, and the Lord said unto me, go, prophesy unto my 
people Israel.” And, regardless of a crass letharev and 
naivete on the part of many Christians to the claims of the 
Word of God, our Lord demands and deserves nothing 
but the best from each viclded believer. 

It is axiomatic, therefore, that if God’s instruments are 
to be fruitful servants of the wilt of God, thev must be 
faithful students of the Word of God, May the seal of the 
torch and Bible on the cover and throughout the pages of 
the 1965 MILESTONE remind every reading believer of 
his responsibility to be continually . . bearing fruit and 
increasing in the knowledge of God/'

He Is essential 
for the accomplishment in any degree of these petitions. Our future is either as bleak as the flesh can make it or as 
blessed as the Holy Spirit desires to provide. Note this particular petition—“Being fruitful in every good work and 
increasing in the knowledge of God.” 

it is possible to face the future and be assured of a fruitful life. You may engage in a good work or just a 
“work.” Fruit is only promised when you are engaged in a good work. May I suggest that you test every activity 
by the Word of God. If your activity is not supported by the Word, it cannot be termed “good,” neither will it be 
“fruitful.” Second, be certain that you are walking in the will of God. To doubt this about your activity will bring 
turmoil. You must have the “peace" of God” ruling in your heart. Thirdly, the energy of the Holy Spirit will sup¬ 
port you in a good work. No amount of activity in the flesh can be substituted for the enabling activity of the Holy 
Spirit. Fruit will accrue only as the Holy Spirit is working. 

The petition is enlarged to include “increasing in the knowledge of God. ’ This not only appears to be an 
important matter, but progress in this area is essential to spiritual vitality. There arc some things a person may 
engage in on a temporary basis, but not so the knowledge of God. To utilize the capacities of man in pursuing the 
knowledge of God is to engage in the highest and most fruitful area of spiritual activity. The warning of Colossians 
is that other things may engage us and rob us of this increase. Paul says, “Beware lest any man spoil you through 
philosophy and vain deceit, after the tradition of men, after the rudiments of the world and not after Christ.” 

What a pity to leave Christ, “In whom are hidden all the treasures of wisdom and knowledge,” for a vain 
philosophy. Beware of substitutes. “In Christ dwelleth all the fullness of the Godhead bodily.” To know Him is 
to develop trust in Him, to be conformed to His image and to experience a fruitful life. 

Our prayers for you will continue to echo the prayer of Paul for the Colossee church, “Being fruitful in every 
good work and increasing in the knowledge of God.”

EVENING SCHOOL 



Prior to the beginning of the Day College in 
1946, the major ministry of the Bible College 
was in the Evening School, ministering to those 
with full time jobs. The three institutions that 
joined classes in 1938 were all Evening Schools. 
Gradually the curriculum was enlarged until a 
course was developed that covered the field of 
Bible Doctrine, the major books of the Bible, 
and related fields of Christian Education, Evan- 
gelism. Missions, and Church History. By attend¬ 
ing two nights a week, the diploma can be earned 
in three years. This course is called the Short 
Course to distinguish it from the College degree 
course. However, the content is broad and many 
have gone into the Gospel ministry and to the 
mission field after graduation. Approximately 
350 individuals have registered in the Evening 
School this year.

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EXTENSION SCHOOLS 


The Washington Bible College seeks to 
encourage study of the Word of God by 
all, no matter what their circumstances. 
Since 1947, when the first Extension 
School was conducted in Richmond, Va., 
the College has sought to set up schools 
in a number of cities relatively close to 
Washington. In the past, schools have 
been conducted in Annapolis, Martins- 
burg, Berkley Springs, Hagerstown, and 
a number in the outlying areas of Metro¬ 
politan Washington. Currently, a school 
is being held in Westminster, Md. on 
Tuesday evenings with a registration of 
70. Extension Classes arc also being held 
in Colmar Manor, Hvattsville, Adelphi, 
Clinton, and Riverdale which are all in 
Maryland. The classes are usually taught 
by local pastors. About 50 people have 
been registered in Extension Classes this 
year.

During his studies at the college, the future pastor is made 
conscious of his high and holy calling.

The Department of Christian Educa¬ 
tion combines the “what” of Bible and 
Bible-related courses in teaching the 
“how” of communicating the truths of the 
Word of God. The various Christian 
Education courses, each with a specific 
aim in itself, are integrated in the goal 
of equipping the teacher with the knowl¬ 
edge of the Bible-based, Christ-centered 
process of leading an individual to Christ 
and helping him reach maturity in Christ.

PIONEER FOREIGN MISSIONS 

Reaching Every Foreign Mission Field in the World 


-Objectives- 

Primary: As a foreign mission board, ISI is dedicated 
to the completion of the great commission of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, that a witness might be estab¬ 
lished for His name among every tribe and nation* 
Priority is given to the reaching of those peoples and 
places where Christian churches do not exist, or where 
their influence is weakest. But ISI also does missionary 
work among the future leaders of every nation, seeking 
to lead them into the fulness of spiritual maturity in 
Christ. Thus ISI is probably the only foreign mission 
board that reaches every mission field in the world. 

Secondary: To alleviate human suffering, to help the 
poor and heal the sick, to guide the blind 
and teach the illiterate, to befriend the stranger and 
comfort the lonely: these things are also the concern of 
ISI through the personal ministry of the staff among 
foreign visitors at home and by financial assistance to 
our fellow Christians in underdeveloped countries abroad. 


-Operations- 

1. Pioneer Missions: Visitors from every nation are con¬ 
tacted by ISI foreign missionaries 
while they are in the U. S. and Canada* They are assisted 
in practical ways and offered genuine friendship* Thus 
they learn of the love of Christ through actual experience 
with people in whose hearts He lives. Wherever they go 
in America they are introduced to sincere Christians who 
provide hospitality, friendship, advice and counsel. Hun- 
dreds of visitors from "dosed" or "curtain" countries have 
met Christians for the first time through ISI, and have 
consequently had the opportunity of visiting a Christian 
church for the first time. Foreign students who came to 
America as onimists, atheists, Buddhists, Communists, 
Hindus, Jains, Muslims, Parsees, Sikhs, and Taoists have 
had an opportunity to participate in discussion groups 
sponsored by ISI where through the intelligent exchange 
of ideas they may objectively evaluate Christianity in 
contrast to their own cultural heritage. Some embrace the 
Christian faith and return to their homelands as ambas¬ 
sadors for Christ* 


-Outreach- 

ISI is able to work in all the mission fields of the 
world by reaching men while they are away from home* 
More than three million foreign visitors are now in the 
USA. Students, trainees, technicians, diplomats, busi¬ 
nessmen, physicians, scientists, laborers, teachers—repre¬ 
sentatives of every nation are here in our midst. They 
are eager to learn about America* They investigate 
everything, including Christianity. Hundreds from coun¬ 
tries where no churches exist visit U. S. churches every 
Sunday* 

Foreign trainees are highly educated, capable of pro¬ 
viding dynamic leadership to the younger churches of 
Asia, Africa and Latin America* Between them they 
speok every major language in the world plus hundreds 
of tribal dialects. Thus when they return to their respec¬ 
tive nations they are the most effective of missionaries. 

ISI also sends assistance to indigenous evangelical 
groups in underdeveloped nations. Many of these are 
independent missionary societies composed entirety of 
citizens of their respective nations who have united for 
the evangelization of their own people* Most of the 
hundreds of missionaries in these societies live on only 
a few dollars a month, and in some cases their entire 
annual allowance is less than the amount required to 
support an American missionary for one month. 


2. Leadership Training: The lack of educated leaders is 
said to be the greatest problem 
facing the younger churches of Asia, Africa, and Latin 
America today. Only a tiny fraction of the graduates 
af mission schools go on to higher education, and of 
those who do, many give up the Christian faith. Most 
of the revolutionary leaders of Africa studied in mission 
schools, then adopted Marxism at universities abroad. 
ISI has been called of God to minister to the spiritual 
needs of these students. They are channeled into evan¬ 
gelical churches and youth groups where they may find 
o warm bond of Christian fellowship* They are intro¬ 
duced to other believers from their respective countries 
and encouraged to have Bible studies and prayer meet¬ 
ings in their own languages. 

3* Aid Abroad: ISI sends no Americans abroad as resi¬ 
dent missionaries and does no mission¬ 
ary work outside the U. S. and Canada. Rather, mate¬ 
rial assistance is sent to indigenous groups In underde¬ 
veloped countries and they do the work among their 
own people. They do not work for ISI — they work for 
Christ alone. Leadership is provided for many of these 
groups by men who have been in America and then 
returned to form independent missionary societies 
among their own people, free of foreign control.
